William L. Seabrook, 76, dean of j 
the Carroll county bar association, 
pastor of Trinity Lutheran church. 
Westminster, for twenty-three years 
and a graduate of Gettysburg col- j 
lege and the Lutheran theological 
seminary here, died suddenly at Ins, 
home in Westminster, Friday. 
He had visited his law office 
earlier in the day and apparently 
was in good health. Physicians said 
a heart attack caused death. 
The Rev. Mr. Seabrook led a va­ 
ried and active life. Born in Fred­ 
erick, he was graduated from G et­ 
tysburg college in 1877 and from the 
local seminary in 1889. afterward 
serving pastorates at Wichita.

Kansas, Winchester, 
Virginia, and Newberry. South Caro­ 
lina. before going to Trinity Lu­ 
theran, WestmUlster, in 1907 
He served Carrol county twice in

capacities.

deputy clerk of the circuit court 
from 1909 to 1915 
In 1916, he was 
elected state's attorney, serving un­ 
til 1920 
Edited Newspaper 
At one time, he and his father 
conducted the American Sentinel, a 
weekly newspaper im-Westminster 
He wrote extensively, his best 
known works being ••Immortality’* 
and ’ Robert Burns the Poet-Ma- 
5011." 
He was a member of the Masonic 
lodge and the Knights of Pvihias 
He was a life-long Republican 
Mr Seabrook was married to Miss 
Myra Phelps Buehler, formerly of 
Gettysburg. 
She died about six 
weeks ago.
